of a not too distant past when 
they also divided people Hilo 
“superior' and "Inferior"... Wliot 
Is II all lor? Winning awards? 
Why vociferate about the Amer- 
icans' advantage? Flisl. this has 
nothing to do with the Games, 
and, second, the Importance of 
every win is well known to all, 
not only specialists. 

For instance, the success of 
the US men's swimming team 
is legitimate, and Hie women's 
— not. Absent are the GDR 
sportswomen. The achievements 
ot American cyclist compared 
with the results which were 
shown these days on the Mos- 
cow cycling track by Soviet 
sportsmen are of little Import. 
The same applies lo the results 
of the Graeco-Roman wrestling 
tournament. 

The men's gymnastics compe- 
tition Is over.* Well-known 27- 
year-old Ko|l Gushlken of Japan 
won the men's all-round title. 
He competed at iho "Moscow 
News"-78 tournament, the 1081 
and 1983 world championships, 
placing respectively fifth, third 
and second In the all-round 
event. His success Is logical 
(American Vldmar was second 
and Chinese U Nlng third). 

The women's event was won 
by Mary Lu Reiton of Lhp USA.

A DIFFERENCE 
WHICH IS NOTH 



Ivan though lha lira* I Labour 
Parly icortd only a “Pyrrhic

ECONOMICS. This area Is the 
Achilles' heel ol the Likud 
government. The "liberalised" or 
"marker economy policies con- 
ducted lor seven years resulted 
la disaster In several aroas, wor- 
sening with each successive 
year. The bolanca of payment 
deficit has already topped 5,000 
million dollars and foreign debt 
has reached 23,000 million — 
Iho world's biggest per capita. 
The Halo budget Is balng per- 
pelually tallied wllh Ihe deficit, 
unemployment Is on the Increase 
and profits are being polarized. 
Thus while lest year this Indica- 
tor lopped 200 per cent (In 
1W7 It wes JO per cent|, it 
reached 330 per cant In the first 
hell of this year. In December, 
according to Roufer estimates, 


It might ctlmb al present rates, 
up to 1,000 per cent — a most 
menacing level (or e modern 
slate. The Shamir government 
clearly lost control over many 
economic processes. 

The Labour Party does not of- 
fer any elternatlvei either. All 
Its proposals essentially boll 
down lo bringing In economic 
ausferfly measures like freezing 
ol wages, cutting budget spend- 
ing primarily on social needs, 
while leaving Ihe military bud- 
get intact. This Is factually the 
tame method employed by Likud 
to try to “heal" the ailing 
economy during Ihe last few 
years. 

POLITICS. Israeli policies In 
the West Bonk of the Iordan and 
Gaza Slrlp wore of a second Im- 
portance In Ihe election cam- 
paign. In the West, especially Ihe 
USA, they like to stress that the 
two poriles sharply differ on the 
Issue. The Likud advocates Camp 
David while the Labour Party 
supports Ihe "Reagan plan". The 
former, they allege. Is maximally 
expansionist, dotting the oc- 
cupied lends wllh Israeli settle- 
ments on a wholesale bails. 
While the latter thinks It neces- 
sary to da that mainly along fho 
line ol "the newly acquired bor- 
ders", even seems to be pre- 
pared to slow down the process 
—and that Is allegedly ■ proof 
•I Ms “tra debility" end of the 


possibility of some future Middle 
East compromises. 

In feet these are superficial 
differences, their root policies 
being Ihe seme, for both Camp 
David and lha "Reagan plan" 
are but . variants of the saparate 
and partial settlement under 
which Tel Aviv would like, with 
Washington's solid support, to 
start twisting Ihe arms of the 
Arab counlrlcs, forcing lham to 
accept the capitulatory Atnerl- 
can-lsraell schemes. Evidence of 
this Is tha refusal by both the 
Labour Parly and Iho Likud to 
recognize the legitimate nation- 
al rights of the Arab people of 
Palestine, Including the right to 
tholr Independent state; the re- 
fusal to recognize the PLO, to 
discuss ways ol settling the Mid- 
dle East problem at e represen- 
tative Infernillonel conference to 
ba attended by all Interested 
parlies as provided for In the 
recent Soviet proposals. 

These Soviet Initiatives, as sev- 
eral countries see them, are a 
realistic alfernativo to ihe ex- 
tremely tense situation In the 
Middle East, a dear guideline 
for a cardinal political settle- 
ment of the entire sal of prob- 
lems In the region. They actual- 
ly coincide with the pan-Arab 
platform (emulated at the Fez 
summit In September 1982. The 
fact that Israel and the USA re-

Both parties 
promised, under certain condi- 
tions, to withdrew Ihe Israeli 
troops, the only difference ba- 
lng that Peres was prepared to 
do that earlier than Shamir. It is 
naive to think, though, that this 
could be true. As testified by 
Tel Aviv's practical moves, the 
Zionists ere doing all they can 
to drag on the Israeli presence 
In the Lebanese south. Their 
alms are understandable — the 
longer the region remains un- 
der Israeli occupation, the more 
chances ol Tel Aviv to "explore" 
it and sub)ugale it. Significantly, 
In 1967 Mosha Dayan, than La- 
bour Party defence minister, told 
his troops Thai Israeli forerun- 
ners created an Israel within 
ihe 1948 borders and that his 
generation was creating an Is- 
rael within the 1967 borders — 
and that It would fail to young- 
er generation's lot to create a 
Great Israel. 

The conclusions are clear: lha 
Labour Party and the Likud ere 
two branches ol the same Irae 
of Zionism. Saparalely or togeth- 
er. in lha form ol a Joint “big 
coalition" which Is thai talk in 
Israel now — they are not pre- 
pared to refrain from their *9’ 
gresslve expansionist .policy 
fraught with pernicious conse- 
quences for jiie Middle East as 
a whole and Israel in particular.
